Showdown 
on Dodd 
Thursday

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


Sen. Thomas J. Dodd pleading 
with colleagues not to "drig me 
through any more agony," the 
Senate headed toward a possible 
showdown by tonight or Thurs- 
day on the censure resolution 
against the Connecticut Demo- 
crat. 


The white*halred Dodd. his 


voice trembling, asked for a 
vote Tuesday on the charge he 
double-billed 
the Senate and 


private groups for travel ex« 
penses, 


"Make up your minds. If you 


want to brand me a thief do It 
today, 
before 
the sun goes 


down, and let me skulk away, 
ashamed to face you tomor- 
row," said Dodd. 


"Give me a fair shalce, give 


me a vote on this, Give me a 
night's sleep, either in sorrow 
or in grief." 


Then Dodd, who earlier in the 


debate told his colleagues of 
sleepless nights and growing 
weariness, slumped back in his 
seat, hopeful of an immediate 
vote. 


He didn't get it, but Demo- 


cratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
said later he thought the Senate 
would come to a vote by Thurs- 
day, if not tonight. 


Dodd also is charged in the 


resolution offered by the Senate 
ethics committee with convert- 
ing at least $116,083 in political 
funds to his personal use. 


That charge is listed first in 


the resolution and members of 
the ethics panel have refused 
consent to Dodd and his princi- 
pal defender, Sen. Russell B. 
Long, to vote on the double-bill- 
ing charges first.

gnawed more at my heart" than 
the double-billing charge, add- 
ing: "Do I want my children, 
my grandchildren, to believe I 
was this kind of conniver?"

farmers to replant their cotton 
at least once this year, but re- 
cent warm nights have given 
a tremendous boost to plant 
growth.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 
- Heart specialists urged today 
a go-ahead with a massive test 
involving 40,000 to 63,000 men to 
answer a critical health ques* 
tlon: 


Would changes from typical 


American 
food habits really 


produce some insurance against 
heart attacks, the nation's lead* 
ing killer disease? 


Many experts believe that 


such changes — especially cut* 
ting down on Intake of fats and 
cholesterol — do help prevent 
coronary attacks. 


It is known that the amount of 


cholesterol In the blood stream 
can be reduced this way. The 
tantalizing question is whether 
this step then saves lives. 


Getting the answer would call 


for enlisting a small army oi 
volunteers. Half the men would 
change their food habits some* 
what and stick with it for five 
years. The other half would, for 
comparison, go on eating as 
they do now. 


If, five years later, men who 


changed their food habits suf- 
fered fewer heart attacks than 
those 
who didn't change, It 


would be clear proof that most 
Americans have been eating 
their way toward heart attacks, 
but should not and need not. 


But would many thousands of 


men, and their wives, agree to 
give up some old habits for new 
and stay with It? 


The answer to that is yes, the 


Executive Committee on Diet 
and Heart Disease told the Am- 
erican Medical Association to- 
day. 


It reported results of a two- 


year feasibility study preparing 
the way for the huge experi- 
ment. Some 2,400 middle-aged 
men took part, some changing 
food habits and others not, and 
only 10 per cent dropped out of 
the study. 


The blood cholesterol of those 


who ate special diets came 
down by an over-all average of 
11 per cent. Cholesterol is a 
body material Involved In the 
narrowing and blocking of heart 
arteries. 


The committee declared that 


the 
longer and larger-scale 


study should be planned and 
started as soon as possible In 
view of the current epidemic of 
heart attacks. 


It would cost perhaps $30 mil- 


lion to $50 million, "but the an- 
swer would be cheap at twice 
the price," said Dr. E. Cowles 
Andrus of Baltimore, presenting 
results of the diet-heart study. 


The committee report will be 


given to the National Heart In- 
stitute, the financing agency, 
with the recommendation that 
a larger study be undertaken. 
Setting it up would take at least 
two years.

One of the saddest results 


of bridge crimes is that there 
usually is an innocent victim. 


North had a mighty good 


diamond bid and we have no 
quarrel with his jump to three 
clubs or his five-heart slam 
try. 


Then we don't know ex- 


actly how South should have 
bid his hand. Probably he 
should merely have bid three 
hearts over three clubs and 
then bid four spades after his 
partner had raised hearts. A 
player who bids one heart 
and then jumps to four hearts 
really needs a better trump 
suit than seven to the ace-ten. 


After North's bid of five 


hearts we felt that South 
should have bid six hearts and 
should not have invited a 
grand slam by his spade cue 
bid so we must charge South 
with an overbid. We also 
charge North. He had a right 
to expect a stronger heart 
suit in the South hand but 
there was no guarantee that 
there wouldn't be a side loser 
and you should not bid grand 
slams when there is any doubt 
about the outcome.

Muscular Rheumatism Less 
Serious Form of Arthritis 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 
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Q—A relative of mine in 


her early 40s has a gritty 
sound on movement and much 
pain in her neck and upper 
spine. Could this be arthritis? 
How can further calcium de- 
posits be prevented? 


A—In chronic osteoarthritis 


and r h e u m a t o i d arthritis 
roughening of the joint sur- 
face occurs. This roughening 
rather than excessive calcium 
deposits are the most likely 
cause of the symptoms men- 
tioned.

Q—My husband suffers at 


night with arthritis in his 
knee. He has been taking 
Measurin. Will this have any 
bad effects? 


A—M e a s u r i n is the pro- 


longed-action aspirin designed 
to help persons with chronic 
arthritis. B e c a u s e it may 
cause bleeding in the stom- 
ach or intestines, anyone who 
takes it regularly should have 
a periodic blood count. 


Q—Are muscular rheuma- 


tism and rheumatic arthritis 
the same? How serious are 
they? What is the cure, if 
any? 


A—In muscular rheumatism 


it is the muscles rather than 
the joints that are involved. 
This is less serious than rheu- 
matoid arthritis because it is 
less crippling. These diseases 
can be treated but are rarely 
cured. The treatment depends 
on the type of involvement, 
the cause and whether the 
disease is acute or chronic. 
The therapy m a k e s use of 
aspirin, hydrocortisone and 
various other drugs; heat and 
other f o r m s of physical 
therapy; and emphasizes the 
rules of healthful living. 


Q—If arthritis is caused by 


a virus, as some say, could 
this in some cases be the in- 
fluenza virus? 


A—A variety of infectious 


diseases may be associated 
with arthritis. These include 
rheumatic f e v e r , undulant 
fever, typhoid, tuberculosis 
and German measles. Of these 
German measles is the only 
one caused by a virus. Influ- 
enza is bad enough without 
its involving the joints. 


tion of the smooth cartilage 
of the normal joint surface. 
I know of no operation that 
would restore that surface. 
Pyridoxine or vitamin B-6 is 
important for healthy teeth, 
gums, blood vessels, nerves 
and red blood cells but there 
are more things that it won't 
do than it will do. Curing 
arthritis is one of the things 
it won't do and that goes for 
all the other vitamins.

Podforny's visit to Cairo for 


talks with President Gamal Ab- 
del Nasser was seen as another 
Soviet move to restore Mos- 
cow's fallen prestige in the Arab 
world.

munist probes and clashes In 
the central highlands tnd the 
1st Corps area south of the de- 
militarized zone-the two cur- 
rent danger points of the Viet- 
nam war. 


Particular concern was ex- 


pressed about the situation in 
the highlands, where a Commu- 
nist offensive is expected with 
the monsoon rains now drench- 
Ing the jungles. 


American forces reported 43 


Communists killed In the 1st 
Corps area Tuesday in a rash of 
small but stiff flreflghts. The 
U.S. Command said American 
casualties were 3 killed and 32 
wounded. 


South Vietnamese 
Infantry- 


men claimed 62 Viet Cong killed 
in two clashes 29 miles south of 
Da Nang. "Very light" South 
Vietnamese casualties were re- 
ported. 


Communist rocket and mortar 


attacks continued against allied 
posts just below the demilitar- 
ized zone, with about 120 rounds 
hitting U.S. Marine posts at Con 
Thien and west of Gio Llnh and 
a 
South Vietnamese district 


headquarters at Gio Llnh. Two 
Marines were reported killed 
and eight wounded. The South 
Vietnamese said they had light 
casualties.

Israel Also 
Condemned 
as Aggressor

PARIS 
(AP) - 
President 


Charles de Gaulle accused Is- 
rael today of starting the Mid* 
die East war June 5 but Mid 
the conflict was In effect caused 
by what he called U.S. interven- 
tion In Vietnam. 


The war in Vietnam created 


"a psychological and political 
process which led to the fight- 
ing In the Middle East,1' he told 
the cabinet. 


De Gaulle said France "con* 


demns the opening of hostilities 
by Israel." Previously France 
had avoided putting the blame 
on either Israel or the Arab 
states. 


De Gaulle noted that France 


had tried to get the Big Four- 
the United States, the Soviet 
Union, Britain and France-"to 
unite in opposition to the use of 
arms" in the Middle East. 


"Today, France does not rec- 


ognize any of the changes real- 
ized on the ground by military 
action," he said. 


This 
was a .reference to 


French policy of opposing Is- 
rael's attempt to hold any of the 
"land captured from the Arabs in 
the six-day war. 


De Gaulle's views were con- 


tained In a statement handed to 
newsmen following the cabinet 
meeting. 


The president declared that 


the 
world is threatened by 


spreading conflicts. He asserted 
that peace can only be sived If 
the United States gets oof of 
Vietnam* a war he blamed- on 
U.S. intervention. 


In iu*~ bcrongest statement yet 


on the Vietnam war. De Gaulle 
said: 


"The spirit and fact of war 


are spreading again, across the 
world. One conflict contributes 
to causing another. 


"The war started in Vietnam 


by American intervention," he 
said, cannot help but spread 
trouble, not only there but far 
away." 


"France has taken a position 


against the war In Vietnam and 
against 
foreign 
intervention 


which caused it. It has main- 
tained since the start that this 
conflict can only cease through 
the pledge that America would 
make to withdraw her forces 
within a given time." 


De Gaulle's gloomy picture of 


the world scone was drawn fol- 
lowing recent talks with Prem- 
ier Alexei N. Kosygin of the So- 
viet Union and Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson of Britain. 


"France considers that there 
is no chance of arriving at a 
peaceful settlement in the pres- 
ent world situation unless a new 
world 
element appears," he 
said. 


"This 
element could and 


should be the end of the war In 
Vietnam, by the termination of 
foreign intervention."

Educational 
Program on 
Drags Proposed 


By STEPHEN M. AUG 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


consultant to the president's 
crime 
commission 
recom- 


mended today, to prevent drug 
abuse, that educational pro- 
grams about drugs begin In el- 
ementary schools. 


The consultant, Richard H. 


Blum of Stanford University, 
counting everything from coffee 
and aspirin to heroin, pictured 
the United States as a nation of 
drug users. 


He also called for vastly In- 


creased studies of the effects of 
such drugs as marijuana and 
LSD. 


The present known risks of 


using marijuana are not great, 
he said, and he recommended 
legislation that would lessen 
penalties for its use and posses- 
sion. 


Three studies by Blum were 


contained in a report on narcot- 
ics and drug abuse prepared by 
a task force of the President's 
.Commission on Law Enforce-^ 
ment and Administration of Jus- 
tice. 


The report, released today, Is 


the eighth of nine specialized 
studies to be published by the 
commission. All the specialized 
reports were summarized In the 
commission's 
over-oil report 


published last February. 


In an accompanying state- 


ment, 
Nicholas 
Katzenbach, 


commission chairman, under- 
secretary of state and a former 
attorney general, called for ex- 
panded efforts to reduce the 
flow of narcotics into the na- 
tion's cities. 


Katzenbach also urged in- 


creased research and treatment 
of addiction and broadened edu- 
cation programs — directed 
particularly at young people - 
relating to the dangers of drug 
abuse. 


The report estimates that at 


least 3,300 pounds of heroin are 
smuggled into the United States 
each year. It noted that 22 
pounds of opium — the base of 
heroin - can be purchased on 
the black market from Turkish 
farmers for about $350. 


The refined opium, when sold 


as heroin, will bring at least 
$225,000 in the United States. 


The report included much ma- 


terial that was released in the 
commission's general 
report 


last February. 


Several key recommendations 


by the commission include: 
- State and federal drug laws 


should give a large measure of 
discretion to courts and correc- 
tional agencies to enable them 
to deal flexibly with violators, 
- The National Institute of 


Mental Health should conduct a 
research program on marijuana 
and should develop a broad edu- 
cation program to disseminate 
factual information about drugs,

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Legislatures 
Taking Bigger 
fax Bites 


CHICAGO (AP) - State legis- 


latures are taking bigger and 
bigger tax bites either through 
tapping new sources of funds or 
by increasing rates, a survey 
showed today. 


The survey was made by 


Commerce Clearing House, a 
private agency that reports to 
its subscribers on tax and busi- 
ness law. It summarized major 
tax changes enacted so far in 
1967 thus: 


Nebraska has levied both a 


corporate and personal income 
tax, effective for income earned 
or received on or after Jan. 1, 
1968, 
with rates to be set an- 


nually by the State Board of 
Equalization and Assessment. 


West Virginia will begin levy- 


ing a 6 per cent corporate net 
income tax, effective July 1, 
1967. 


Corporate income taxes have 


been boosted in three states—in 
Maryland from 5 per cent to 5% 
per cent, in Montana from 5 
?/4 


per cent to 1% per cent, and in 
Tennessee from 4 ,per cent to 5 
per cent. 


Minnesota has hiked the basic 


income tax rates on corpora-

North Carolina cut income 


taxes by increasing exemptions. 


While Kansas has lowered its 


personal income tax on the first 
$2,000 of taxable income, from 
2*/2 to 2 per cent, Minnesota has 
extended its boosted individual 
income tax rates presently in 
effect as well as the additional 
taxes and surtaxes on banks 
and corporations. 


With enactment of two new 


sales and use taxes so far this 
year, 44 states and the District 
of Columbia now levy these rev- 
enue producers. 


Nebraska's 2"/2 per cent tax 


became effective June 1. Min- 
nesota will begin imposing a 3 
per cent tax to replace the ex- 
pired 2% per cent sales tax and 
former 21A per cent use tax. 


Sales and use tax increases 


were enacted in Rhode Island—
